In the cou» of bis evid- 
ence, Liew, Wilam McBride 
stated that the deceased was sit- 
ting partly on his (witness’) knees 
and partly on the knees of Lieut. 
Beacham. The party did not in- 
terfere with the driver. Just be- 
fore the accident be saw another 
car overtaking bai f meee 

The Coroner: at ca 
giing considerably faster than 
you were? 

Witness: I would not ray con- 
siderably faster; it was certainly 
going faster. 

Can you say how close to your 
car it passed?—I shculd say about 
10 feet cn our right hand side. 

Jast after the car passed, the 
witness said he felt a bump and 
then there ‘was a. crash. He 
thought the bump was caused by 
the car strixing a stone on the 

side of the road. He did not 
think there was any racing be- 
tween the two cars. 


Thirty Miles an Hour. 

Paymaster, Lieut. Wallace, ot 
H. M. S. Durban, said he had had 
a little experience cf driving ¢ars 
and estimated that just before the 
accident the car in which the 
party Was, was travelling at the 
moat 30 miles an hour. That was 
their average speed all the way 
from Repulse Bay. Witness was 


‘|sitting next to the chauffeur. who 


was driving the car very well. 
They passed two ‘cors on the re- 
turm journey. 

Was there any racing of cars 
on the road thas -night?—I saw 
none. All the traffic appeared to 
be going about the same speed. 

Just before the accident he saw 
ancther car approaching about 
100 yards behind. It came up 
quite quickly. going at least ten 
miles fester than they were. Ne 
sigual was given for the near car 
ts pass, and no horn sounded. 


The car in which he was travell-|" 


ing was well on its proper side, 
being only two yards from the 
roadside. When they got to the 
curve in the rordway the car kept 
on. the same course. He did not 
think the shaoffear was aware cf 
the approach of the other car, be- 
cause he looked round quickly 
when it was practically level. 
The overtaking car went ahead 
jast clear of them. and then it 
seemed that it ceased to gain. It 
must have slowed down or Icat 
speed in taking the turn. Tne car 
in which he was travelling was 
then about three feet behind. 


The Collision. 

The Coroner: In other words 
the other car crossed ycur course? 

Witness: Yes. 

What happened then?—It seem- 
ed to me that if our chauffeur 
had kept his course he wauld have 
collided with the other car. He 
swerved the car away yery slight- 
ly to the left and then tried to 
bring it back in the rear of the 
other car. The left front wheel 
caught a stone on the roadside, 
then [ think came into contact 
with ancthee stone. The driver 
got the car-—.pointing out in the 
road again and the rear of the 
car must have swung in on to 
the standard. The car stopped 
absolutely dead, with a very heavy 
crash. I was thrown forward on 
tc the screen. The witness added 
that immediately before the 
accident the driver took his clutch 
out and the engin? was running 
free. 

To what do you attribute the 
accident?—-To the combination of 
high speed and to the seccnd car 
passing us on the turn.

WAR-ZONE BIRTH-RATES. 


Most Satisfaétory Figures in 
: France. 


While the authorities in the 
largo towns af France ate pre- 
occupied with ” unsatisfactory 
birth-rate figures, there seems to 
be nosuch problem in the devas- 
tated regions. Statistics just 
issued for the Department of the 
Somme show thst for a total 
population of 452,624 {being the 
population of five towns of the 
department} there were from July 
1 to September’ 30 of this year 
2,459 births and 2,751 deaths, thus 
giving an excess of births -of 708, 
Amiens, with a population of 
187,036, recorded 140 more birihs 
than deaths during this period; 
Abbeville, with s population of 
123,332, an excess of 167 births. 

The most astonishing figare is 
that pravided by Peronne, which, 
unlike Amiens and Abbaville, has 
been completely ruined by “the 
war. Peroane has now a popula- 
tion ef 57,853; during the three 
aum ner nioaths 457 babies were 
horn ama:rz the ruins, showing an 
excess of 2.2 births over deatha, 
the highest fizure of the whole 
department. “

THE TURKISH TROUBLE. 


* “Toterest'at presant is centred 
onthe Paris negotiations, whick 
the Turks are following. most 
closely, feeling tbat the outcome 
may influence the oegotiatio:s 
at Lausanne.” Those words, 
embodied in a Reuter message 
which we, published yesteday, 
iidicasa os nothing else could 
how much the two issues, at 
Paris and at Lausanne, were re- 
lated, ani therefore-how grave 
the Turkist ‘crisis really is. The 
wrangle over reparations is not 
calcalated to increase Franco- 
British amity in other directions, 
and this the wily Ture knows 
only tor well. I: was suggested 
more than a week sgo that tha 
Angora Government's represonta- 
tives were merely playiog for 
time, with the hopa that no daci- 
sion would ba arrived at in their 
casa before the Allied Premiers 
resumed thoir conference. The 
Torks. hope to see the Allies 
estranged, so that there willbe 
less chance o: united opposition 
to the really prepostarous de- 
mands made by the Kemalista. 
Tais would give Turkey far more 
aivantegeous terms than she is 
entitled to. Well, the delay, 
deliberate enough, bes achieved 
its purpose, and now the issue, 
almost, of war or pasce hangs by 
a thread, That thread may bs 
siid to have basen suspended in 
the council chambér of the Paris 
conference, and maybe it lay io 
the power of the Allied repres- 
entatives there to ‘sever -it. 
Eventually, we fear, Beitaio will 
‘be faced with a vary serious 
problemi—whetber to give way to 
Turkey's demands in large part 
or to go to war with that souotry. 
Were the Kemalists to ba granted 
even a portion of their demands, 
they would probably, like Oliver 
Twist, ask for more: In the ord 
Turkey wonld almost be as well 
off as when she most ‘trescher- 
ously went to war against Britain, 
anold and tried friond, Are all 
the sacrifices of Galllpotl and 
Suvla Bay to be in vio.?. Is the 
blood of the meu,- from the 
Mother Country and the Austral- 
asian Colortes, who there made 
the supreme sacrifice-to be blood 
spilt in’ vain? Wes the:whole 
War fought, and won, in vain. 
One cannot help ~ feeling 
bitter when contemplating 
some af the present aspects 
of the ‘‘aftermath of that 
great conflagration of 1914 1918.

Council Reform. 

Woe believe we are right in 
saying that Hongkong began its 
agitation for constitutional reform 
soms considerable time before 
the Straits Settlements started a 
sirnilar demand. Yet the latter 
bas already bad its concessions 
aonounced, whilst Hongkong still 
awaits official pleasure on the 
sudj-ct, There is an intereat for 
this Colony in the nature. of the 
Straits reforms, because we, with 
our Singepore friends, have asked 
both for the abolition of the 
official majority aod the. eubstitu- 
tion -of the elective, for the 
nomisative system. Judging by 
tha concessions made" to the 
Southern Colony, hopes of 8 
realisation of ati that, we bave 
asked for are not very bright. 
The Straits officials are to 
retain . their majority, on 
the Legislative Council, end the 
electiva method is only corceded 
so far as the Singapore and Penang 
Chambers of Commerce are 
concerned. Praviously the two 
chambers have nominated their 
representatives, whose appoint- 


mant, like that of the Chamber| - 


pominee--here,. has finally rested 
with the Governor.. The latter 
bas bitherto Led the right to veto 
these nominations, though he bas 
never exercised i bot now the 
veto is definitely removed. The 
concession, therefore, does net 
amount. to much, The elective 
system is recogaised, true, but the 
right to select is merely in the 
bands of ‘vested intereste”— 
there is no really detnocratic con- 
cession aboutthis. .Remembering:
